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FOREWORD 

E are  anxious  to  make  our  Rose  Annual  not  a mere  cata- 
logue, but  rather  a helpful  buying  guide  to  the  best  Roses. 

We  have  accordingly  arranged  the  different  varieties 
according  to  their  predominant  color,  as  we  believe  that  the 
average  amateur,  in  making  his  selection,  is  more  largely 
influenced  by  the  color  than  by  any  other  characteristic.  We 
have  included  in  our  general  list  all  the  ordinary  bush  varieties:  Teas, 
Hybrid  Teas,  Pernetianas  and  Hybrid  Perpetuals,  but  have  indicated 
against  each  its  special  classification.  The  amateur  is  not  usually  con- 
cerned with  these  technical  distinctions,  except  that  he  should  remember 
that  few  of  the  so-called  Hybrid  Perpetuals  give  many  flowers  after  their 
first  burst  of  bloom  in  June.  A number  of  the  best  novelties  are  also 
included  in  this  list.  We  have  also  classified  the  Dwarf  Polyanthas,  and 
the  Climbers  according  to  color,  and  have  made  a separate  list  of  the 
Pillar  varieties  of  the  Climber  class. 

At  the  end  of  the  book,  we  have  given  special  lists  to  guide  a buyer 
towards  the  rose  characteristics  for  which  he  may  have  a preference,  such 
as  fragrance  and  cutting  and  exhibition  values.  Any  other  special  infor- 
mation or  advice  we  will  be  only  too  pleased  to  give  on  receipt  of  re- 
quests. 

We  will  be  pleased,  also,  to  receive  visitors  at  our  Nursery  at  any 
time.  A map  of  Westchester  County,  showing  the  location  of  The  Rose 
Farm,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  book.  The  latter  part  of  June  and 
early  part  of  July  are  the  best  times  of  course,  to  see  our  specimen 
beds  in  bloom.  We  will  have  a large  quantity  of  new  varieties,  never 
shown  before  in  this  country,  that  will  be  well  worth  seeing.  Orders  for 
them  can  be  booked  in  advance  for  delivery  in  1927. 
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Each  plant  sent  out  by  us  will  have  a name  tag  on  it,  as  we  believe 
that  garden  lovers  like  to  remember  the  names  of  the  different  \aiieties, 

and  also  to  be  able  to  tell  them  to  their  friends  when  they  are  “showing 

them  around.”  The  tags  we  attach  should  remain  legible  for  a year  at 
least.  If  more  permanent  labels  are  wanted  we  can  supply  them  at  a 
moderate  cost. 

We  believe  that  all  the  roses  listed  in  the  following  pages  are  worth 
buying.  Some,  of  course,  are  hardier  than  others,  but  all  are  sufficiently 
hardy,  if  given  proper  protection,  to  stand  the  ordinary  winters  we  have 
in  the  United  States,  except  possibly  in  the  extremely  cold  parts.  Even  in 
these  parts,  the  majority  are  reasonably  hardy  if  good  care  is  taken  of 

them.  Some,  also,  are  more  liable  than  others  to  the  ordinary  rose  dis- 

eases, mildew  and  black  spot.  But,  again  if  the  instructions  we  give  later 
in  this  book  are  faithfully  followed,  little  fear  need  be  entertained  of  los- 
ing any  otherwise  healthy  plants  through  these  diseases. 

All  our  plants  are  field-grown  and  are  low-budded,  mostly  on  Multi- 
flora Japonica  understock  which,  by  experience,  has  proven  the  best  stock 
for  this  climate. 

Later  in  the  book  we  give  instructions  for  preparing  rose  beds  for 
the  reception  of  new  plants.  Full  planting  and  cultural  directions  will 
be  sent  with  every  shipment. 

We  strongly  recommend  the  use  of  the  remedies  for  the  diseases  or 
the  Rose,  which  wTill  be  found  mentioned  at  the  end  of  the  book.  Also 
the  use,  during  the  summer,  of  Peat  Moss  as  a covering  mulch  for  the 
Rose  Beds. 

The  colored  plates  given,  are  true  to  type  and  generally  to  color. 
It  must  be  remembered,  how7 ever,  that  it  is  not  always  possible  for  even 
the  best  artist  to  exactly  reproduce  the  glowing  hues  of  nature. 

Each  Rose  lover  should  belong  to  The  American  Rose  Society  and 
receive  its  most  interesting  publications.  The  annual  dues  are  $3.00.

We  will  replace  any  plants  that  are  proved  not  to  conform  to  the  above 
conditions,  but  in  no  case  will  we  be  responsible  for  more  than  the  orig- 
inal price  of  the  plants.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  errors  in  planting, 
pruning  or  later  cultivation. 

OUR  RESPONSIBILITY  for  delivery  ceases  when  we  make  delivery 
to  the  transportation  company  or  to  the  grounds  of  the  purchaser.  If 
the  packages  do  not  arrive  on  time  or  are  in  such  bad  condition  that 
the  contents  are  damaged,  claim  should  at  once  be  made  on  the  transpor- 
tation company.

One  of  the  healthiest,  har- 
diest,  free-flowering  of  the  vigorous-growing  roses.  An  all-round 
good  garden  rose. 

LA  TOSCA  (H.T.) 

Pale  blush  with  a rosy  center.  Blooms  medium  to  large,  fairly  full 
and  well  formed.  One  of  the  freest  flowering  roses  in  cultiva- 
tion,  this  combined  with  its  clean  healthy  growth  make  it  an  A-i 
garden  rose.  Fragrant  and  not  liable  to  mildew.  Good  for 
cutting  and  exhibition. 

MAMAN  COCHET  (Tea) 

Carmine-pink  shading  to  a creamy-buff  center.  A rather  dwarf, 
wiry  grower  with  clean,  healthy,  glossy  foliage.  Flowers  of  fine 
form  freely  produced  into  the  Autumn.  One  of  the  hardiest  of 
Tea  Roses. 

MRS.  CHARLES  BELL  (H.T.) 

Shell-pink  buds  opening  to  large,  full,  globular  bloOms  that  show 
traces  of  salmon.  Plant  is  strong  and  well-branched  and  not 
predisposed  to  disease.  A fine  decorative  cut-flower  and  a good 
competitor  to  Radiance. 

MRS.  JOHN  LAING  (H.P.) 

A real  clear  pink,  large  double  full-to-the-center  flowers,  freely 
produced  on  long,  straight,  almost  thornless  stems,  sweetly  per- 
fumed. This  rose  probably  has  no  equal  for  indoor  decorative 
or  exhibition  purposes.  Old,  but,  oh!  so  good! 

PRINCE  DE  BULGARIE  (H.T.) 

Silvery  flesh,  tinted  in  the  center  with  salmon  and  saffron.  It 
is  a good  doer  and  blooms  freely,  its  long  pointed  buds  being  a 
distinctive  feature;  especially  fine  cut-flower  and  exhibition  rose. 

QUEEN  OF  FRAGRANCE  (H.T.) 

Shell  pink,  tipped  with  silver.  Blooms  are  large,  double  and 
produced  in  moderate  quantities.  Liked  for  its  rich,  delightful 
fragrance  and  decorative  qualities  when  cut. 
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RADIANCE  (H.T.) 

Rose-pink  buds  developing  into  large  full  glossy  pink  petals,  that 
curl  to  exhibit  their  silvery  reverse—a  delightful  contrast  This 
rose  has  probably  no  equal  for  all-year  bedding  qualities  and 
lasting  qualities  when  cut.  Easily  grown  and  is  practically  with- 
out  faults. 

ROSE  MARIE  (H.T.) 

Clear  rose-pink,  flowers  large,  full,  fragrant  and  freely  produced. 
It  outclasses  most  of  the  older  pink  roses  and  under  favorable 
growing  conditions,  is  healthy,  vigorous,  free-flowering  and  a 
good  cut-flower.

A very  exquisite  rose,  the  long  pointed  buds,  opening  into 
handsome,  full,  fragrant  flowers;  these  are  borne  in  almost  un- 
interrupted succession,  right  through  the  season,  the  foliage  being 
rich  and  healthy.

Deep  green,  healthy 
foliage,  practically  disease-proof;  fragrant. 

LULU  (H.T.) 

A brilliant  blend  of  orange-pink  and  copper.  It  is  in  the  bud 
form  that  the  charm  of  this  rose  is  appreciated,  each  being  most 
delicately  formed,  pointed  and  held  well  on  a stiff  stem.  They  are 
excellent  for  cutting  and  though  they  open  into  a semi-double  flat 
flower,  the  beauty  of  the  blend  is  still  maintained. 

MME.  ABEL  CHATENAY  (H.T.) 

Light  pink,  shaded  salmon.  An  old  rose  that  still  maintains  a 
high  position  among  the  “good  garden  roses.”  Flowers  are  not 
over-large,  but  very  full  and  generously  produced  until  late  Fall. 

MME.  BUTTERFLY  (H.T.) 

A beautiful  blend  of  salmon,  apricot  and  gold.  Flowers  of  large 
size,  perfect  shape ; good  for  cutting.  Strong  branching  bushes, 
well  covered  with  flowers,  that  are  particularly  good  late  in  the 
season. 

MME.  LEON  PAIN  (H.T.) 

Salmon  buds  opening  into  large  salmon  and  orange-tinted  blos- 
soms of  huge  size.  Every  bloom  is  perfect  in  shape,  color  and 
lasting  qualities.  As  a bedding  rose  of  its  color  it  has  no  equal; 
it  is  also  reliable  for  quantity  production  of  cut  flowers,  and  so 
healthy  that  it  rarely  succumbs  to  disease.

Flowers  are  large,  well-formed  and  held  high 
on  stiff  stems.  Not  a very  free  bloomer  but  each  flower  is  perfect 
and  blooms  well  up  to  frost. 

OPHELIA  (H.T.) 

Creamy  white  and  pale  pink,  glistening  with  amber  towards  the 
center.  Flowers  large,  and  splendid  for  cutting  or  exhibition. 
Under  perfect  growing  conditions,  there  isn’t  a better  garden  rose 
—any  faults  attributed  to  it  are  the  result  of  carelessness  or  negli- 
gence in  growing. 

WXLLOWMERE  (Per.) 

Flowers  are  golden  and  flame  in  the  center,  shaded  rich  pink  at 
the  margins  of  petals;  particularly  attractive  in  the  bud  stage; 
fragrance  lacking.  Blooms  freely  produced  upon  vigorous  plants, 
which  can  be  kept  healthy  by  proper  treatment.

CONSTANCE  (Per.) 

Long  orange-yellow  bud,  streaked  crimson.  A plant  of  spreading 
habit  and  glossy  green  foliage.  The  flower  at  maturity  has  a 
tinge  of  cadmium  passing  to  golden  yellow.  Needs  winter  protec- 
tion and  watchfulness  for  disease;  a rose  worth  growing  well. 

DUCHESS  OF  WELLINGTON  (H.T.)

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Situation  and  Preparation  of  Rose  Beds 

Roses  should  be  planted  apart  from  other  flowers.  A south  to 
south-east  exposure  is  best,  the  beds  being  situated  where  they  will  get 
the  early  morning  sun  and  be  protected,  if  possible,  from  high  winds. 
They  will  grow  well  even  if  they  do  not  get  full  sunlight  every  hour 
of  the  day,  but  avoid  planting  them  near  trees,  heavy  shrubs  or  hedges. 
Oblong  beds  about  four  and  one-half  feet  wide  are  recommended,  as 
they  allow  of  the  plants  being  seen  from  both  sides  of  the  bed  and 
also  are  easy  of  cultivation,  and  flowrers  easily  gathered. 

Good  drainage  is  essential.  If  the  soil  is  wet  and  stagnant,  either 
have  the  whole  site  of  the  garden  tile  drained  or  at  least  at  the  bottom 
of  the  beds  place  not  less  than  6 or  9 inches  of  broken  stone  or  similar 
material.  The  beds,  in  addition  to  the  depth  required  for  the  drainage 
material  just  mentioned,  should  be  excavated  about  two  feet  deep.  The 
subsoil  should  be  returned  to  the  bottom  of  the  bed,  thoroughly  well 
mixed  with  stable  or  cow  manure,  about  2/3  soil  to  1/3  manure.  The 
top-soil  should  be  similarly  mixed  with  manure,  although  possibly  not 
quite  so  much  as  the  subsoil,  and  should  also  have  some  fine  ground  bone 
mixed  with  it,  in  the  proportion  of  about  a heaping  spadeful  to  a 
barrow-load  of  soil.  In  addition  it  would  be  well  to  give  it  a good  top 
dressing  of  ground  lime  stone,  10  lbs.  to  100  sq.  feet.  All  the  manure 
used  should  be  old  and  well  rotted. 

Should  the  top-soil  be  heavy,  an  addition  of  some  leaf  mold  or  peat 
moss  would  be  advantageous,  say  about  1/8  or  1/6  of  the  bulk  of  the 
soil,  according  to  its  heaviness.  If  it  is  very  light  and  sandy,  add  some 
good  top-soil  loam  to  it. 

The  beds  should  be  prepared  a short  time  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Roses,  so  as  to  allow  them  to  thoroughly  settle. 

If  the  planting  is  to  be  made  in  the  Fall,  after  the  beds  have  been 
prepared,  cover  them  with  some  coarse  litter  to  prevent  them  from  being 
frozen,  in  case  the  plants  arrive  late. 

The  distance  apart  for  planting  roses  is  as  follows:  Teas,  Hybrid 
Teas  and  Pernetianas,  15  to  18  inches,  according  to  size  of  plant;  Hybrid 
Perpetuals,  18  to  24  inches;  Polyanthas,  12  to  15  inches;  Climbers  and 
Ramblers,  3 to  4 feet.  On  an  average,  about  twelve  Hybrid  Teas  will 
be  required  for  every  six  feet  of  a four  and  one-half  feet  wide  bed. 

If  the  plants  should  arrive  in  freezing  weather,  allow  them  to 
gradually  thaw  out  in  a cool  place.

Roses  can  easily  be  kept  health}'  during  the  whole  season,  if  ordinary 
intelligent  care  is  taken  of  them.  A simple  procedure  is  to  use  our 
“UNIVERSAL  REMEDY ” every  two  to  three  weeks,  starting  two  weeks 
after  the  leaves  begin  to  come  out.  It  is  a dust  composed  of  sulphur, 
arsenate  of  lead  and  tobacco.

The  June  Rose  Bugs  are  a great  annoyance  in  some  gardens.  We 
recommend  for  their  destruction  the  use  of  “ANSECT.”  This  is  a 
liquid  spray,  applied  with  an  ordinary  liquid  spray  gun.  The  gun  can 
be  obtained  at  any  seed  store.

Another  simple  remedy  for  the  June 
bugs  is  to  pick  them  off  by  hand  and  drop, 
them  in  a can  containing  some  kerosene. 

Peat  Moss  Mulch 

We  strongly  recommend  the  use  of  a 
mulch  on  all  Rose  Beds,  of  Granulated  Peat 
Moss  about  three  inches  thick.  This  re- 
tards the  escape  of  the  moisture  from  the 
soil,  prevents  the  growth  of  weeds,  obviates 
the  necessity  of  constant  cultivation  of  the 
soil,  and  gives  a very  sightly  and  pleasant 
appearance  to  the  beds.  We  also  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  assists  in  keeping  the 
roses  healthy.  (In  accompanying  illustration, 
note  the  foliage  still  on  the  roses,  while  the 
tree  has  shed  its  leaves.) 

We  will  supply  Peat  Moss  at$4.00  a bale, 
containing  about  190  pounds.
